Shields reported 
Shields’ office also dealt with 321 
cases, adjusted without court ac­ 
tion.

Thailand: A 
Good Friend 
Of The U.S.

BANGKOK, THAILAND - Jan. 24 - (Delayed) 
— The Thai people — from government to the man 
in the sampan — like America and Americans. 
Nowhere else in the world will you hear more 
sincere expression of real appreciation of United 
States aid and generosity. 


And there’s no question about “neutralism and 
uncommittedness” in this ancient land. 


The Thai government is solidly aligned with 
the West. The people are solidly back of the gov­ 
ernment. 


Prince Wan, deputy prime minister, spoke to­ 
day with genuine pride of Thailand’s friendship 
with the United States and he pointed with equal 
pride to examples of what American aid in form 
of dollars and technical assistance is doing to ac­ 
celerate Thailand’s amazing progress in a gener­ 
ally unprogressive part of the world. Said he: 


“Look at the wide and beautiful streets of Bang­ 
kok. They are due to American assistance. We 
have just finished the modem Friendship Highway 
to the north. That was possible through American 
help. Indeed, we can readily see the results of 
American aid even in our villages.” 


And now, said Prince Wan, an able and vet­ 
eran government servant with an illustrious back­ 
ground in national and international affairs, Thai­ 
land is getting ready to welcome a score of mem­ 
bers of the American Peace Corps within the next 
few days. 


There’s no question about it. The U.S. has 
done an effective job in Thailand. 


The money and assistance poured into this 
highly strategic key to the future of Southeast 
Asia, where even now the tug-of-war between the 
West and the East is far from decided, may 
prove one of the wisest investments the U.S. has 
made. 


Aid to Thailand is not entirely a matter of 
altruism and benevolence. There is a vital self­ 
interest involved as well as the interest of the 
free world. 


American Embassy officials made this point 
clear in a conference with a group of American 
newspaper editors late this afternoon. 


Said one top member of the Embassy staff: 


“We can’t afford to minimize the importance 
of this key part {rf the world in the plans of the 
Communists for ‘burying us Americans.’ 


“Thailand is the hub of Southeast Asia. She is 
surrounded by Burma, an uncommitted nation, by 
Laos which we have been trying to save from the 
Communists, and by Cambodia where we can ex­ 
pect stepped-up Communist activity. 


“We must make sure that Thailand prospers 
and continues to represent a major Influence in 
this Southeast Asian complex. Thailand is our best 
hope for keeping this section of the world out of 
Communist hands.” 


Pote Sarasin, director general of SEATO 
(Southeast Asia Treaty Organization) which has 
its headquarters in Bangkok, is a Thai. 


SEATO performs the same function in South­ 
east Asia as NATO in Europe. 


Mr. Sarasin said at an earlier conference that 
he thinks the SEATO organization has done a mod­ 
erately successful job of maintaining peace in this

Also awarded was a contract for 
$84,277 to the Tri-County Con­ 
struction Company, North Hills, 
lor .sewerage treatment plant. 
The bond issue is being nego­ 
tiated with Dolphin St Co., Phila­ 
delphia. 
Cost of the sewers is estimated 
at $6 per front foot for installation 
with a $78 annual rental fee and 
$75 connection fee. 
Residents of the borough appear 
to be satisfied with that figure 
since they are lower than sewer 
projects in other neighboring mu­ 
nicipalities, a spokesman said.
